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PREFACE. 



In presenting this Catalogue to the public, we would state 
that it has been our aim, aside from personal considerations, 
to furnish a reliable Yade Mecum or guide for those purchas- 
ing books for individual or public libraries. 

Our own experience has suggested that such a work, fairly 
executed, would be a desideratum ; affording at once, a more 
satisfactory medium of communication between us and our 
friends and correspondents. Although it purports to be a 
general catalogue, we cannot claim for it completeness, as it 
comprises only the moat important works in the various 
departments of English Literature, such as are standard^ or 
regarded as authority on the subjects of which they treat. 

In compiling the catalogue, we have endeavored to include 
Buch books only, as can be procured with certainty, or are 
usually found in the best collections. 

In the classification, we have adopted the method we thought 
most suitable for general use. It is arranged according to sub- 
jects, each subject forming a complete alphabet of itselfl 
We have deviated in two iastances from this classification, 
for instance: Weal's Rudimentary Series will be found under 
the head of scientific works ; and Bohn's different libraries, by 
themselves, at the end of the catalogue. With these remarks, 
I we submit our work to the public, hoping that its usefulness 
will counterbalance the many errors of omission and commis- 
sion.

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BIBLIOGRAPHY. 



BiBLiooRiPHT, literally signifies the description of books. In a more ex- 
tended sense, it denotes the knowledge of books, in regard to the materuds 
of which they are composed, — ^their different degrees of rarity, curiosity, 
reputed or real vahie, — the subjects discussed by their respective authors,— 
and the rank which they ought to hold in the system of classification 
adopted for arranging a library. 

The knowledge of authors and their works forms a most extensive and 
interesting part of literary history : it is divided into various classes, whose 
limits are not easily defined, but which may, perhaps, be reduced to the 
following divisions. 

L MSS. and Printed Books. — The first are those written with the hand, 
and are either autographs, copies originally written by the authors them- 
selves, or such as have been transcribed by the copyists. Previously to the 
invention of printing, autographs were of the utmost value, because they 
were not disfigured by the ignorance or the negligence of the copyists. 

n. Those of the ancient, middle, and modem ages, with respect to the 
time in which the former were written, and the latter flourished. The 
ancient age comprises 1. The Grecian, which commenced near the time of the 
Peloponnesian war, and continued till the time of Alexander the Great ; 
and 2. The Roman age, included nearly within the days of Julias Caesar 
and Augustus ; this period, or at least a considerable portion of it, has been 
denominated the Augustan age. The middle age commences with the fifth 
century, and is continued to the capture of Constantinople by Mohammed IL 
The modem age commences with the revival of literature, and continues to 
the present time. 

IIL Theological, Historical, Poetical, etc., according to the subject of 
which each author has treated, and the nature or species of composition 
employed by hiuL 

IV. Pagan, Jewish, Christian, Mohammedan, etc, according to the 
religbn of each author, and the subjects he has treated. 

V. Sacred, Ecclesiastical, and Profane. — Of the first description are the 
Holy Scriptures and theological works ; of the second are such as treat of 
the laws, discipline, etc., of the church ; profane books are those which do 
not discuss matters of religion. 

VL With regard to their authors, books are : 

1. Allonymous; those published under the real name of some author 
of reputation, to whom consequently works are attributed which he never 
composed. 

2. Anonymous ; those without any author's name. 

3. Oryptonymous ; those whose authors' names are concealed in some 
snagnm or the like. 

4. Pseudonymous ; those which bear false names of authors. 

5. Gbnuine; those really written by the authors whose names they 
bear, and which remain in the state in which they were left. 
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6. Apocryphal ; such as come from an anoertain aathor, on which much 
reliance can not be placed. In this sense we say an apociyphal book, 
passage, history, etc. 

7. Spurious ; such as are proved to have been written bj others than 
the real authors whose names they bear. 

8. Interpolated ; those which since their composition, have been corrupted 
by spurious additions or insertions. 

9. Posthumous ; books published after their author's decease. 

As books are written oh every possible subject, their relative qualities 
may be good or bad. A book may be a a good one in different points of 
view : for instance, in the estimation of a divine or religious man, a theo- 
logical or devotional work is a good one ; — a man of learning considers 
instructive books only to be good ; — an artist, such as are well written on a 
subject relative to his own peculiar art ; — in the language of the curious a 
''scarce '' book, — in a bookseller's language a "saleable '' book is a good one ; 
but rapidity of sale is no certain criterion of the real value of a work ; thtt 
most worthless sometimes obtain the greatest circulation. 

Bad hocks may be classed : First. All those which contain principles hos^ 
tile to the interests of morality or religion ; and Second. Such as are ill 
digested, or incorrectly written on any topic. 

A knowledge of the forms of books is essentiaL 

The form or size of a book depends upon .the manner in which it is 
folded. Thus, a printed sheet folded into two leaves is a folio, and contains 
4 pages ; into 4 leaves a quarto, and contains 8 pages ; into 8 leaves an 8vo, 
and contains 16 pages ; into 12 leaves a 12mo, and contains 24 pages ; into 16 
Jeaves a 16mo, and contains 32 pages ; into 18 leaves an 18mo, and contains 
36 pages ; into 24 leaves a 24mo, and contains 48 pages, etc.; and each 
sheet is designated by a letter of the alphabet or figure, placed in succession 
at the foot of the first page, and termed a signature. Its use is, to distin- 
guish the different sheets and pages, and consequently to &cilitate the labor 
of the bookbinder. In general, most forms of books may be distinguished 
at sight, though mistakes are frequently made with regard to the size 
of thS paper. Every book is either on "large" or "small'' paper: in 
folios, there are different sizes, as elephant, imperial, atlas, super-rojral, royal, 
.crown, copy, demy, and medium ; quartos are imperial, super-royal, royal, 
demy, m^ium, crown, foolscap, and copy ; duodecimos are royal, demy, and 
medium. Similar distinctions also exist with regard to the smaller sizes, 
which can only be ascertained by examination of the signatures. Thus, a 
small foolscap or copy octavo volume may easily be confounded with a duo- 
decimo book, when placed upon the same shelf; and a super-royal or 
imperial octavo, with a small quarto. These mistakes are not material in 
the arrangement of books upon shelves ; but very important bibli<^raphical 
errors would arise fix)m them, if, in a catalogue, a small octavo were described 
as a duodecimo. Editions would thus be created, which never existed. 

Notwithstanding the multiplicity of books, there are many which it is by 
no means easy to obtain. Their degrees of rarity may in general be esti- 
mated from, the difficulties which occur in procuring them; and these 
difficulties increase or diminish according to the difference of times, places, 
and persons. Thus, a book may to day be very common, which, ten or 
twenty years hence, «>r perhaps in less time, will be very rare. Another 
may easily be obtained abroad, which may be sought for in vain at home ; 
a third may readily be acquired by one who has a very extensive oorrespond- 
enoe in Europe ; while it is inaccessible to another, whose connections are 
confined within the limits of his own oountry. 
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In order to ftmn and to amnge a well-selected library, it is of the firet 
importance to be acquainted wiUi the best books in every department of 
literature. 

Various rules have been given, by which to form a correct estimate, both 
of books and of editions. — A few are annexed : 

L If the author be known to possess the requisite talents and informa- 
tion ; or should have already published any esteemed work on the subject. 

2. If the book be on a subject that requires great reading, it may be 
presumed good, if the author had a copious library, or could have access 
to one. 

3. A book, the oomposition of which occupied a long time, can not often 
fiul of being good. 

4. Boolffi on points of doctrine by eclectic writers are to be presumed 
better than such as are written by the adherents to particular sects. 

5. The age of an author may also afford some indication : books requir- 
ing labor are usually better executed by persons of a middle age than by 
those who are further advanced in years. 

6. Another indication may be taken from the author's state and condi- 
tion : — thus, a history may reasonably be supposed to be good, if the histo- 
rian were either an eye-witness of the facts which he relates,-— or were 
concerned in public affiiirs, or had access to public records or other monu- 
ments, whence intelligence may be derived ; — and, lastly, who is not l»ased 
by party, or by any other indirect or sinister motive. 

With regard to the choice of editions, it will be necessary : 

1. To be well acquainted with the titles of books. 

2. Not to mistake allegorical for natural titles. 

3. When a book has two titles, it must not be mistaken for two different 
works. 

4. Do not confound together two authors who have the same name. 

5. Clearly to understand the titles which are marked by abbreviations. 

6. To know of how many parts or volumes a work consists. 

7. To be acquainted with all the editions of a book, and to know which 
of them is the best, — as well as the place, year and form of each edition, its 
several editors, — ^whether any particular edition is enriched with notes or 
comments, with a summary or table of contents, index, preface, etc., etc.; 
whether all these are good, bad, or indifferent ; who is the author of the 
notes, etc. 

8. Whether a book is divided into chapters or paragraphs. 

9. In what manner an edition is executed, correctly printed or not, etc. 

10. Whether a book has been criticised : — ^if it has, whether the critics 
bare attacked the matter, style, or the author — and whether they have 
been competent to their office, and impartial or not 

11. Whether an edition be a true or genuine one. 

12. Lastly, in every instance where it is practicable, procure the best 
editions of every work, and among such as are reputed to be the best, those 
are to be preferred the text of which is most correct and neatly printed, on 
the best paper, and with the fullest margins. 

The best ornament of a library is an orderly and symmetrical disposition 
of the books. 

The apartment appropriated to the reception of books, should neither be 
exposed to moisture, nor to the burning rays of the sun. The shelves, 
whether defended by glass doors, in presses, or open their whole length, 
should be a ibot distant fix>m the wall ; or, if they reach to the wall, guards 
should be placed upon them, to prevent the books coming in contact with 
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it ; and the lowest shelf, or that which supports folio hooks, ought to be 
about one foot above the floor. Between each shelf a space should be left, 
proportioned to the size of the volumes ; and the hight of the different 
shelves should be adjusted to the form and size of the books. Thus, the 
first or lower shelf should be appropriated to folio books on large paper ; 
the second, to those on common paper ; the third, to royal quartos ; the 
fourth, to medium quartos, etc. A sufficient interval should be left between 
each volume and the shelf above it, to admit of its removal without diffi- 
culty, regard being also had not to place the books too closely together, so 
that the air may fireely circulate around them. A library thus disposed 
cannot &il to present an agreeable appearance ; while the books deposited 
in it, will be preserved perfectly sound, and sheltered from every kind 
of accident ; further, the dust should be frequently removed, and the 
volumes gently beaten together, from time to time, to shake out the dust 
that would otherwise accumulate, and eventually injure them. A book 
collector, like the lawyer, finds it necessary to have his working library. 
This is composed of bibliographical works and catalogues, furnishing inform- 
ation and &cts relative to the different editions, the number of copies 
printed, pointing out the true from the spurious, and enabling the student 
to purchase with judgment ; for in books, as in paintings, there are many 
impositions practised, books being printed, and the paper stained in 
imitation of old and rare editions : with the aid of Lowndes, Watts, Brunet 
and Rich, the counterfeit is soon detected, — following this very imperfect 
sketch, will be found a select list of the most valuable and highly esteemed 
bibliographical works. .

IV. 
THEOLOQY. 

BIBLICAL COMMENTAKIES, ECCLESIASTICAL BIOGRAPHY 
AND HISTORY, SACKED PHILOLOGY, MISSIONARY ENTER- 
PRISE, SERMONS, DEVOTIONAL WORKS, ETC. 



English Bible. — The first complete translation of the Bible was made 
by Wycliflfe, about A. D. 1380. It existed only in MS. for many years, but 
the whole is now in print. (New Testament, 1731 ; Old Testament, 1848.) 
The work was regarded with grave suspicion, and a bill was introduced into 
the House of Lords for suppressing it ; but through the influence of John 
0*Ghkunt, this was rejected. In l£)8, however, in a convocation held at 
Oxford, it was resolved that no one should translate any text of Scripture 
into English, as a book or tract, and that no book of the kind should be 
read. This resolution led to great persecution, though there is reason to 
believe, that notwithstanding, many MSS. of Scripture were at that time in 
extensive circulation throughout England. The first pinted edition of tha 
Bible in Elnglish, was published by Tyndale, the New Testament in 1526, 
and the Bible, in part, in 1532. Tonstall, Bishop of London, and Sir Thomas 
More took great pains to buy up and bum the impression, but with the effect 
thereby, of enabling the translator to publish a larger and improved edition. 
On the death of Tyndale, Miles Ooveidale revised the whole, and dedicated 
it to King Henry Vni, A. D. 1535 ; and in 1537, John Rogers, who bad 
vmted Tyndalei jmd was .thea mndioc tt Antwerp^ xeprin^ an ediUon 
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taken fttnn Tyndale and CorercUIe. This edition was published under the 
assumed name oi Thomas Matthews. A reyision of this edition again was 
published (A. D. 1539,) by Richard Tavemer. 

The great Bible appeared A. D. 1539. It was Coverdale's revised by the 
translator, under the sanction of Granmer. It was printed in large folio. 
For the edition of 1540, Granmer wrote a preface, and it is hence called 
Granraer's BiUe. It was published "by authority." 

During the seven years of King Edward's (VL) reign, eleven editions of 
the Scriptures were printed ; but no new version or revision was attempted. 

During the reign of Mary, was published the Geneva Bible, A. D. 1557-60. 
Coverdate and otibers who had taken refuge in Geneva, edited it, and added 
mai^nal annotations. 

Archbishop Parker obtained authority from Queen Elizabeth to revise the 
existing translations^ and with the help of various bishops and others, pub- 
lished, in 1568, what was called "The Bishop's Bible." It contains short 
annotations, and in the smaller editions (from 1589,) the text is divided, like 
the Genevan, into verses. 

The same text was afterwards printed (in 1572,) in a larger size, and with 
Tarious prefaces, under the name of Matthew Parker's Bible. It continued 
m common use in the churches for forty years, though the Genevan Bible 
was, perhaps, more read in private. 

The Rhemish New Testament, and the Douay Old Testament, form the 
English Bible of the Romanista The former was printed at Rheims (A. D. 
1582), and the latter at Douay (A. D. 1609-10). 

In 1603, Eang James resolved on a revision of the translation, and for this 
purpose appointed fifty-four men of learning and piety. Forty-seven only 
undertook the work, and in four years (from 1607-11,) it was completed. 
The text as thus prepared and printed in 1611, is the authurized version^ and 
the one now in use.
